Closing This Week 


“The Big Fight” Fails To Draw 
Sufficient Road Audiences— 
Expensive Flop 


NEW YORK, Oct. 22.—From present 
indications, the Sam H. Harris and Albert 
Lewis production of The Big Fight, in 
which Jack Dempsey is being starred, will 
go down in history as the biggest flop 
the season. The producers are close to 
$75,000 on the wrong side of the ledger, 
and the piece will go to the storehouse 
Saturday night, at New Haven. 

The production has been a disappoint- 
ment since its initial tryout in Buffalo. 
It had been figured that Dempsey would 
be a sure draw on the road, and the show 
had been booked for a series of weck 
stands, which would have taken it as far 
west as St. Louis. Cne week in Boston 
was enough, however, and, after splitting 
this week between Hartford and New 
Haven, the piece will fold. 

Broadway failed to fal! for the produc- 
tion, and it was only during its first week 
in New York, with the aid of an $11 
Opening top, that it better than broke 
even. For the balance of the four weexs 
the grosses showed a steady decline, until 
at one time the producers considered 
folding after the Broadway run. Estelle 
Taylor was costarred with Dempsey dur- 
ing its metropolitan engagement, dut she 
retired from the cast when it took to the 
hinterland. 

Imasmuch as Dempsey’s contract called 
for a minimum of 12 weeks, the current 
week completes that time. The ex- 
champ. has been drawing $3,500 weekly, 
with his wife taking $1,500.

CHICAGO, Oct. 20—The Chicago Stadium, world’s largest indoor amusement 


arena,

Madison, Wood and Lincoln streets and 
Warren avenue, on the West Side, less 
than two miles from the Loop, is being 
erected at a cost of more than $7,000,000. 
P. T. (Paddy) Harmon, for years a 
leading sports and amusement promoter 
of Chicago, is the president and general 
manager of the Chicago Stadium Cor- 
poration, which is building and which 
will operate the giant structure. As- 
sociated with him in the venture are 
many nationally known business men, 
including Arthur W. Cutten, Sidney N. 
Strotz, Harold C. Strotz, David Beaton, 
Jr: Vincent Béndix, Charles E. Driver, 
George W. Dulany, Jr; John F. Jelke, 
Jr. B. A. Masse, Maj, Frederic McLaugh-

Scenery and Stage Equipment 
Show Increase in Valuation 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 22.—The Depart- 
ment of Commerce announces that ac- 
cording to data collected at the biennial 
census of manufactures taken in 1928 
the establishments engaged primarily In 
the manufacture of theatrical scenery 
and stage equipment in 1927 reported 
products valued at $5,745,472, an increase 
of 606 per cent as compared with 
$3,578,210 for 1925, the last preceding 
census year. 

This classification covers establish- 
ments engaged prirnarily in the manu- 
facture of scenery for theaters, halls and 
schools; advertising curtains, stage hard- 
ware and equipment, floats for street 
pageants, etc. 

Of the 39 establishments reporting for 
1927, 10 were located in New York, 6 in 
California, 5 in Tlinois, 4 in Ohio, 3 In 
Missouri, 3 in Oklahoma;'2"in Minnesota 
and one each in Iowa, Massachusetts, 
New Jersey, Oregon, Pennsylvania 88a 
Texas.

Agency Injunction 
Gives Actors Break 


Many Players Withholding Pay- 
ment of Fees Pending Out/ 
» come of Hearings 


NEW YORK, Oct. 22——The injunction 
restraining the Actors’ Equity Associa. 
tion from enforcing its recent legiglation 
against the Theatrical Artists’ Rep- 
resentative still stands, but in the 
meantime the actors are getting all the 
breaks. It is no secret that mariy players 
are withholding payment of engagement 
fees pending the outcome of the injunc. 
tion hearings. Inasmuch as the agents 
have based their plea on the ground 
that Equity has advised its members not 
to pay under contracts issued prior to 
October 9, the date on which the Equity 
ruling was to take effect, their hands 
are tied. If the agents were to bring 
suit against individual clients for non- 
payment of fees, it would weaken their 
injunction case.- Such a move would 
admit the fact that Equity has not 
issued any such ordere and thet pay- 
ments rest with the individual 

Friday morning Federal Judge God- 
dard, in the United States District 
Court, heard arguments on the restrain- 
ing order he issued to the artists’ rep- 
resentatives. He ordered both sides to 
have briefs filed by October 26 and suid 
he would give his decision on Novem- 
ber 2.

Equity counsel’ further maintained 
that Edelsten's action is collusive and 
that he is a mere figurehead for an 
insurgent agents’ group. As further 
argument on this pcint, Sheffield 
stated that the Theatrical Artists’ Rep- 
resentatives had applied to the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor for a charter 
and that body had communicated with 
Equity for an opinion as to the ad- 
visability of issuing such a charter. 

In arguing to sustain the injunction, 
Burkan Stated that he was retained by 
Edelsten alone, but that even 
might represent others, that fact would 
make no material difference. In up- 
holding his contention of the jurisdic- 
tion of the Federal Courts, he claimed 
that labor unions are artificial persons 
and suable entities. “All labor unions 
have aliens and there is not one in 
which the entire membership resides in 
Oue district.”

For the second time this year, and 
also for the second time in New York, 
Tehekov's swan song, the magnificent, 
The Cherry Orchard, is presented in 
English. Following a revival of the Rus- 
sian masterpiece last winter by James B. 
Fagan. for special matinees, the Civic 
Repertory Theater ambitiously adds the 
play to its repertoire, and takes the pre- 
caution of offering it with Nazimova in 
the leading role. 

All credit must be given to the spirit 
and ambition of Eva Le Gallienne’s croup 
in aspiring to so fine a play. Much credit 
must be bestowed on Alla Nazimova for 
picking this acting company and this 
play. an old favcrite of hefs, for her re- 
turn to the legitimate theater. Praise 
must be giveh to Aline Bernstein, Cleon 
Throcktnorton, Emma Cashin and Emile 
Pons, for the appropriate, helpful set- 
tings and costumes. But positive com- 
mendation of the supporting company is 
imposeible The negative compliment 
that the members of the cast, excepting 
Nazimova and Miss Le Gallienne, are 
sincere and conscientious in their ef- 
forts is the kindest thing that can be 
said 

Because of these conflicting elements, 
the production cannot be called first- 
rate. The opening act, in particular, is 
wearily long drawn out. As the play 
gathers momentum this effect disap- 
pears, but is eliminateal by the play itself 
rather than by an improvement in the 
playing. While most of the acting is 
mediocre, there are brief times when 
several players become almost inspired, 
and still the final impression is that the 
production has been muffed 

The principal trouble seems to be a 
lack of cohesion The piece, as pre- 
sented, does not hold together, giving the 
impression of progressing gaps, in fits 
and starts. This is clearly not the fault 
of the author or the translator. The

Then several beautiful speeches are 


not given their full import. For instance: 
Harold Moulton reads his lines in some 
of the most moving scenes with a 
monotonous sameness. 

Nazimova carries the play, which :s 
not as it should be, since it is not a one- 
character piece. It is her finished per- 
formance that covers up, as much as pos- 
sible, the deficiencies of the others. Miss 
Le Gallienne is ideally cast, and she, too, 
enhances the production. Beatrice De 
Neergaard is excellent in a lighter role, 
and J. Edward Bromberg is most amus- 
ing. Sayre Crowley is the only other 
member of the cast who does justice to 
the play, his work being consistently 
commendable. The playing of the re- 
maining performers is too negative in 
value to mention in detail.

Once more Willard Mack displays his 
appreciation of the dramatic, but equal- 
ly true is the fact that his handling 
thereof is ineffective and uncrafty. The 
Common Sin is Mackian all the way 
thru, the most noteworthy difference 
being that. in contrast to most of his 
concoctions, there is not aS much as 2 
single revolver shot and the number of 
murders is limited to one. 

In its present state, The Common Sin 
lack conhesion, which seems to be its 
major limitation. The first act, almost 
episodic, is too jerky and disjointed to 
leave a coherent impression. The sec- 
ond session is slow and superfluous for 
the most part. In fact, it is only in 
the final act, by far the best, that the 
play really gets going and Mack is 
shown to be in complete mastery of his 
subject. If the first two acts measured 
up to, or even approached the third. 
The Common Sin would be first-rate 
entertainment. As it stands, however, it 
as a befuddled conglomeration that gets 
nowhere. 

It is a peculiar feature of this play 
that there is no mystery, no real punch. 
Mack has been totally unsubtle in the 
handling of the material, and altho he 
has made no attempt to mystify, he did 
strive for a surprise flourish at the 
final curtain. However, he failed. There 
is not a single moment of The Common 
Sin that was not evident 15 minutes 
before it arrived. 

Deserting gangland and the under- 
world, at least for the moment, Mack 
delves into the realm of Park Avenue 
morals and frailties. The play concerns 
a murder and altho Mack makes no 
secret of the fact that the man’s wife 
is guilty, he shows the methods used 
in tracking her down. 

The Common Sin, in one phase, is no 
different from everything else by this 
playwright. It never can be called com- 
pletely uninteresting or undramatic. 
Nevertheless, it is too plain, too much 
of a potboiler to warrant serious con- 
sideration. This play only goes to fur- 
ther prove that while Mack has a sense 
of the theater and the dramatic that 
almost borders on genius, he is not ex- 
pert craftsman eMough to work out his 
ideas with the subtlety and grace they 
need, if the fuller power of his themes 
are to be impressive.

The belief that it has finally 
found a foothold, these producers think, 
is because of the success of certain out- 
standing plays in which the method 1s 
used, and because several plays coming 
+ > Broadway within a few weeks, which 
are expected to be of some importance, 
will new practice.

NEW YORK, Oct. 22-—The Ladder will 
withdraw to multiply. Altho the official 
announcement will probably not be 
made until the end of the week, it is 
understood that The Ladder will with- 
draw from the theatrical field of this 
city on November 10, when it is also 
expected to close its New York run.

20 Broadway Theaters Are Dark

Production Schedules Behind Past Seasons—List of Weekly Openings 
Considerably Under Par—Lack of Smash Hits and Talkies 
Given Among Reasons 


_—— 


NEW YORK, Oct. 22.—That the Broadway legitimate season is unusually back- 
ward is indicated by a survey which shows that at the present writing 20 theaters 
are dark. At the same time the weekly opening lists are considerably under par 
and the number of shows in rehearsal is away below past years. 

At this stage of the game last year almost al! the theaters held attractions and 


the number of new arrivals was at the 
rate of from 8 to 12 a week. The most 
to arrive this year during any one week 
since August 1, is eight. Severa) reasons 
are given as to the cause of this condi- 
tion. Chief blame is laid to the dearth 
of real smash hits and the advent of the 
talking pictures. 

There is no doubt but that the first 
cause is evident. The season started off 
with a bang as far as the quality of the 
productions is concerned, but the high 
pace was shortlived and those early 
arrivals are still the most consistent 
business getters in town. Certainly the 
talkies are taking some toll and there 
is every indication that at least some 
of the dark theaters will be going talkie 
before the season ends. Theater owners 
cannot afford to keep their properties 
vacant and from present indications 
there are nowhere nearly enough legiti- 
mate attractions In rehearsal to keep 
the available theaters going. 

However, the consensus of opinion is 
that the effect of the talkies is only 
temporury and was something to be ex- 
pected, considering the novelty appeal 
that surrounds them. Undoubtedly more 
telling is the effect of election interest 
on the box offices. Thousands of 
potential playgoers are remaining close 
to the radios and following the clection 
campaigns im detail. Again. business 
conditions during political campaigns are 
hot conducive to luxury spending and 
the experts fee] that this is having an 
indirect effecc on the theaters. All these 
causes are temporary and it is generally 
believed that the holidays will witness 
& widespread improvement in Broadway 
business

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Report Haulage Companies 
Line Up Taxis Against Acts 


Attempting To Organize Cabbies Against Acts Now Using Taxis To 
Escape High Haulage Rates—Transfer Business Falling Off as 
Result—Drayage Concerns in Present Move 


NEW YORK, Oct. 20.—Alarmed by the falling off in drayage business resulting 


from the steep rise in rates last season, 


a certain element in the ranks of the 


Theatrical Transfer Owners’ Association, according to report, is making an attempt 
to line up taxicab drivers in an embargo against conveying performers’ trunks and 
effects. This reported move was occasioned by the realization that a large number 


of acts playing dates in Greater New York 
are now using cabs to transport smaller 

ps and trunks at a great saving over 
the rates charged by the members of the 
transfer owners’ organization. 

The attempt to organize the cabbies 
against performers seems doomed to 
s failure for two unassailable reasons. The 
first is that there is no strong central 
organization of taxicab drivers with 
which such action can be taken up and, 
second, legal barriers stand in the way. 
According to an official of The Tazi 
Weekly, the cabbies’ trade paper, the 
ordinances of the city state lucidly that 
taxicab drivers must accept trunks—and 
at & maximum rate of 20 cents aplece. 
Other individuals concerned with the 
welfare of taxicab men stated to The 
Billboard that even should cabbies fee] 
inclined to obey the dictates of the 
transfer owners they would be prevented 
from doing so by the city authorities. 
Aside from the theatrical angle it is a 
well-known fact that cabbies are dis- 
satisfied with the provisions in the law 
which force them to carry trunks as 
under the rating of common carriers. 
that is, working at the beck and cal) of 

anyone hailing them 

It has been made clear, however, that 
the Theatrical Transfer Owners’ Associa- 
tion is not behind the reported move- 
ment, either officially or as a sub rosa 
participant. The attempts being made 
to work up sentiment against cabbies 
Carrying trunks are traced to certain 
drayage concerns, diseruntied at their 
loss in trade because of the rise in rates 
a5 8 result of the corresponding increases 
granted to handlers, teamsters and 
chauffeurs. A taxicab official ventured 
the opinion that the move to line up 
calbies is probably resident in a so- 
called “communistic group” in process 
of formation these last several months. 
So far the left wing has made very little 
progress, its membership tota'ing less 
than a score of cabbies. Unionization of 
taxicab men is deemed unlikely at pres- 
ent because the Majority of them own 
their own cabs and those that do not 
are removed from the category of salaried 
employees by their long-established cus: 
tom of working on a commission basis.

V. M. P. A. Files Complaint to 
License Bureau Against Inde- 
pendent Booker 


NEW YORK, Oct. 22—John A. Rob- 
bins, spasmodic vaudeville booker and 
well-known club agent, is the latest tar- 
get singled out for attack by the V. M 
P. A. The mess revolves around the 
booking of four acts into the Brook 
Theater, Bound Brook, Labor Day. Rob- 
bins tells The Billboard that up until 
the time he was questioned by 2 re- 
porter he had received no direct word 
that there was any complaint registered 
against him in the files of the managers’ 
organization. Taking Robbins at his 
word, the case is unusual in that it is 
generally understood that the policy of 
the Pat Casey arbitration bureau is to 
communicate not once but several times 
with agents against whorn complaints 
are registered before taking any action 
in artiste-manager controversies. 


The V. M. P. A. claims that Robbins 
booked four acts into the Brook Thea- 
ter and refused to make good when most 
of the acts contracted to him and the 
house operator, Meyer Cohen, were not 
played. As a result of its inability to 
adjust the matter satisfactorily the V 
M. P. A. has announced that Robbins 
has been reported to the License Bu- 
reau, which is said to be investigating 
his booking activities. The precedent 
for referring V. M. P. A. cases against 
bookers to the License Bureau was estab- 
lished last spring in the hulabaloo be- 
tween the Casey bureau and the Dow 
Leon-Plimmer and Linder offices 


In his version of the affair 
to The Billboard, Robbins expressed his 
deep regret that the V. M. P. A. should 
be lacking in tact and fairness so as ic 
pass decision on his case before 
municating with him directly about it 
“Frankly.” Robbins added. “I 
tected from any action they migh ’ 
to take because of the unusual circum- 
stances. Besides. I was buying acts for 
this house net, and under these condi- 
tions my activities are beyond the juris- 
diction of the employment agency pro- 
visions of the License Bureau.” 

The acts involved in the cancellation 
according to Robbins, are West and Van 
Sicklen, Ladd and Christy, Indian Revue 
and Earl Mountain and Company. The 
mixup in bookings took place, he added, 
because a tab. show, sponsored by Tom 
Kirby, of the Pat Casey Agency, was 
held over on short notice from Thursday. 
Friday and Saturday to Monday, Tues- 
day and Wednesday. The house man- 
agement notified Robbins of the hold- 
over and the consequent cancellation 
of his acts too late for him to prevent 
the acts from going out to the date 
Robbins declares, however, that Kirby 
assured him that he personally would 
make good any injury done to Robbins 
or his acts by the holdover. This he 
has not yet done, Robbins adds. 


The peculiar feature of the affair, ac- 
cording to Robbins, is that Cohen did 
not at any time state that he wil! re- 
fuse to pay the acts. The delay in 
compensating the disappointed acts 
caused by a desire on Cohen's part 
avoid paying full amounts for the can- 
celed date. it has been Robbins’ 
these last several weeks to hunt 
acts and make a cash or trade settle- 
ment with them. I this he claims he 
has partly succeeded, having accom-

This starts off with the possibilities 
of first-class entertainment, but soon 
becomes monotonous. It is billed as a 
psycho-cinematic record of the unique 
Chinese metropolis under the stress of 
its recent uprisings and the conflicting 
cross-currents of its native and foreign 
life.

The opening scene is laid in front of 
a fur store, the Wright dancers entering 
with a special “trade” song appealing 
to husbands to Duy furs for their wives.

DOES AN AGENT'S franchise with the 
larger of the s0-called independent cir- 
cults meah anything? We are inclined 
to answer in the negative—with the pos- 
sible exception of recognizing that the 

ssion of written permission to sub- 
mit material with Loew and Pantages 
raises the prestige of agents 60 favored 
Yet, even on this point, it is a question 
whether these agents are better off 
than the free-lance boys. Maybe some 
years ago, long before our time, agents’ 
franchises for these circuits counted for 
something. This we doubt also, assum- 
ing that the oldtimers who remember 
“way back when” know whereof they 
speak. 

This season it is evident that fran- 
chise holders are little more than chil- 
dren parading around in field marshal 
regalia, It looks nice on paper and 
counts for something when trying to 
sign up acts to options, but when we 
tackle the essentials, provided our per- 
ception is not impaired, we find that 
franchises are meaningless. By no means 
do we infer that this state of affairs 
casts a dark shadow on the integrity of 
the Loew and Pantages booking offices 
The democratic procedure whereby any 
agent who has the goods can sell it to 
these offices is for the best interests 
of the show business. In fact, we doubt 
whether anyone in the business is fool- 
ish enough to argue that a circuit is 
not entitled to choose with whom it may 
do business. But, reasoning along this 
line we return to an augmentation of 
our original thought: Why have fran- 
chises at all? 

It is well known in the trade that 
K-A-O, Loew and Pantages agents book 
acts freely with the opposition circuits 
Whether thru other agents or direct 
with the opposition offices is beyond 
the question. To be frank about it, we 
might as well admit that the clandestine 
booking activities of a Loew agent with 
the Pantages office, or vice versa, would 
work toward the benefit of acts if con- 
ducted direct. In that case acts are at 
least spared the burden of paying com- 
missions to two agents for one date. 
With agents interchanging thelr act- 
selling activities in as open a fashion 
as any keen observer needs to see into 
the racket, it therefore becomes evident 
that the franchise system is a bulky 
ornament worn by a decrepit creature. 
called vaudeville, already overburciened 
with miscellaneous thingamajigs deter- 
ring its progress. 

The Wall Street boys walked into the 
K-A-O office and without much ado 
did away with many practices that 
should have been scrapped years ago. 
They were determined to put the vaude 
vile branch of the show business—as 
represented by the big time—on a purely 
business basis. Loew ana Pantages 
might take a cue from the finance wiz- 
“rds. Altho K-A-O continues to oper- 
ate its booking office under a franchise 
system it at least possesses the virtue of 
Iimiting its act buying to the circle of 
men chosen as desirable agents and con- 
sequently enfranchised. There was a

What Loew and Pantages can learn 
from Wall Street’s invasion of the 
K-A-O office is that in this high-speed 
era, efficiency comes first and misplaced 
sentiment afterwards.

Assigning agents 
to venture forion and seek out material 
for an office implies an obligation to 
make it easy for them to sell what they 
have obtained. With unattached agents 
butting In on enfranchised agents’ bread 
and butter there is no justice for acts 
as well as the betrayed agents. Whether 
a circult has a franchise system or not 
really matters little, but so long as there 
is one why insult the intelligence of 
those who take things at their face value 
by doing a free-for-all business. Such 
phenomena as this make showmen 


think of a headache every time they are 


asked to discuss the fabric of their call-

The once powerful producing and dis- 
tributing organization has fallen back 
badly in the last two years. It first suf- 
fered a setback itn the protracted dea! 
py which it absorbed P. D. C., and during 
this time was caught partly asleep at 
the switch by rival companies, who 
started out to upset Pathe with their 
own newsreels anc short subjects depart- 
ments. Their success has been mure 
than notable. 

When Joseph P. Kennedy was brought 
in -as advisor great promise for the 
rehabilitation of Pathe was held out, but 
observers to date fail to see what gains 
in prestige and strength have resulted. 

With many of its stars gone and its 
short subject business badly shot 
industry generally believes Pathe has the 
odds against it for survival. 

THE NATIONAL producing and dis- 
tributing companies may not be forcet- 
ting about silent films, as they all claim, 
but every indication points to the desire 
to want to forget about them quickly— 
and this even includes one of their sup- 
posed natural defenders, Joseph M 
Schenck. There are probably around 
19,000 theaters still not wired as against 
perhaps 1,000 equipped in some manner 
or other to use sound product. 

The activity. plans, announcements 
and attitude of the big companies are 
practically entirely in the direction of 
£0und pictures. One hears nothing else 
but talkies, except when one of the big 
distributors wants to remind exhibitors 
not yet wired that they can still buy 
Paramount, M-G-M or the product cf 
Other companies without sound. The 
periodical announcements are simply to 
reassure the exhibitor, but in the mean- 
time the said exhibitor is seeing for 
himself that it’s sound that courts now. 

From the producer point of view, it 
would be highly desirable that every 
theater in the country were wired. It 
is much more econsmic and convenient 
to make one form of pictures than two. 

The more the producer-distributors 
rave about talkies and the less they have 


the 


to say about their silent films, the 
quicker the exhibitors will rush for 
equipment, according to one way of 


looking at it. 

Perhaps that’s why the industry hears 
little of silent pictures now, altho they 
are still very much in the majority.

Cancels 65 Concerts on Road 

NEW YORK, Oct. 20.—After a hectic 
week during which rehearsals were 
stopped and one concert canceled be- 
cause of financial difficulties. the 
Beethoven Symphony Orchestra has de- 
cided to cancel the 65 out-of-town con- 
certs it had guaranteed for this season 
and devote its activities entirely to 35 
New York performances. 

This move was necessitated when 
backers of the organization balked 
against spending their money in other 
communitics, 

The crganization was booked tonight 
for an appearance in Poughkeepsie, but 
was forced to cancel when the associated 
musicians of Greater New York stepped 
in early in the week and stopped re- 
heareals when a $7,000 payroll to the 
musicians was not forthcoming. 

A series of conferences betweeo Paul 
Berthoud, manager of the orchestra; Mrs. 
Clarence Chew Buroer, chairman of the 
executive committee, and Edward Cana- 
van, president of the associated musi- 
clans, rerulted, at which It was decided 
to call off all the out-of-town activities. 
It ts understood that the backers of 
the Beethoven orchestra are willing to 
underwrite the project as regards New 
York City and that there is more than 
enough money in the treasury to carry 
out this schedule. The musicians’ union 
also has made concessions that make 


this possible. The difficulties arose and 
the Backers grew leery after the first 
excursion of the orchestra to Bridge- 


port, Waterbury and Trenton. 

The orchestra will resume its season 
Thursday and Friday of this week «at 
Carnegie Hall. 


Free Radio Debuts Planned 

A splendid plan has been announced 
by the National Broadcasting Company 
and the National Music League of New 
York to enable young musicians to gain 
recognit’on by means of a radio debut 
entirely free of charge.

Had the pleasure of seeing Merle Evans, 
who has the band over there. It is a 
wonderful band.

“BACK HOME IN DALLAS,” Happy 
Murray writes from that city.

Who remembers when Col 
Jack Haverly left his agent in charge of 
the show, Jumped to New Orleans, made 
a winning of 88,000 there, then went to 
Hot Springs and won $6,000 more, sent 
the show $1,000, went to old Mike Mc- 
Donald’s place in Chicago and went 
broke? Who remembers when Col. Jack 
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took his Mastodons to England and we 
again went broke? Heading the parade 
abroad were six beautiful mastiff dogs 
and they were some dog actors. Bill 
Cleveland took the show and called it 
the Haverly-Cleveland Minstrels, then the 
Cleveland-Haverly Minstrels. Who re- 
members when Haverly first used the big 
catchline ‘40-Count them-40? When Al 
G. Pield was a circus clown and as good 
as ever graced the sawdust? Field 
started his first minstrel show with a 
circus band and mostly all circus actors. 
Who remembers when Lew Benedict ran 
his variety show in an upstairs hall in 
Milwaukee and made real money? And 
he lost it in a road minstrel troupe.” 
Dad Milt has more “remembers” coming 
later that will especially interest the 
patriarchs.

CIVIC AUDITORIUM FOR EVERETT 

Construction of a Civic Auditorium 
within the next year, the cost to be 
around $100,000, is the goal of the 
building and grounds committee of 
School District No. 24, Everett, Wash., 
it has been announced. S. F. Spencer, 
chairman, states the structure will be 
planned to meet the needs of the com- 
munity, and he has emphasized the fact 
that taxpayers would not have to pay 
one cent for the project. According to 
tentative plans the building will be one 
or two stories. containing an auditorium 
with a seating capacity of from 2,500 
to 3,000. a gymnasium and cafeteria. A 
suggestion that a natatorium be in- 
cluded will be considered. 

The proposed New Orleans Audi- 
tortum will have approximately 725,000 
Square feet of floor space to be divided 
into small halls, committee rooms, 
men’s and women’s lounges, telegraph 
and press offices and other. facilities. 
The main building will have a length 
of approximately 330 feet and a width of 
200 feet. In the rear will be an annex 
not less than 50 feet wide by the full 
length of the building two stories high, 
providing between 30,000 and 35,000 
square feet of exhibition space and space 
for auxiliary halls. Plans will be made 
for the future enlargement of the annex 
both in area and in height. Members 
of the Auditorium Commission are of 
the opinion that the proposed structure 
will meet every reasonable 7equirement 
of the city. As the stage will be depres- 
sible to the level of the arena floor, 
the auditorium can be put to six uses, 
with different seating capacity for each. 
With smaller section in use and the 
stage occupied, the capacity will be 
$3,000; with the smaller end in use as a 
convention hall and stage depressed, the 
capacity will be 4,500; with the large 
section a5 an opera house, the capacity 
will be 5,500; with the larger end as a 
convention hall, including the stage, the 
capacity will be 7,000, and with all 
balconies and side seats in use, exclusive 
of the stage and center arena, the ca- 
pacity will be 6,000. The whole building 
in use for convention hall, mass meet- 
ings, boxing or other contests will have 
a capacity of 10,000. 


ROCHESTER AUDITORIUM 

The auditorium of the new Masonic 
Temple, Rochester, N. Y., will seat 3,000 
People, it was learned last week. The 
building is rapidly nearing completion. 
A system of flood lighting will illuminate 
the -hall, with four colors and with a 
dimmer control.

Outside of him and 
Dorothy Store and one or two other 
lesser features, the production is a tire- 
some and uninspired hodgepodge that is 
just about as creak as they come. 

Rogers saves this otherwise hopeless 
spectacl e ond the sponsors certainly owe

his part. Because of the tireless efforts, 
the brilliant wit and the tremendous 
personality of this great comedian, the 
show undoubtedly rates as a smash hit 
That it would be a flop without him is 


So dominating is the 
influence of Rogers that it is safe to 


predict that within two weeks the title, 
Three Cheers, will be forgotten and the 
production will be known only by the 
fact that the cowboy sage is in it. 

Three Cheers is supposed to be a book 
musical, but. the iess said about that the 
better. Seldom .has a Broadway produc- 
tion been burdened with such an inane 
script. Suffice to say that Rogers, altho 
weighed down with a part, follows it 
hardly at all and most of his time is 
spent in commenting brilliantly on the 
political situation Except for the 
moments when Rogers is on the stage, 
and they are plenty, Three Cheers doesn't 
matter. Dillingham could make no mis- 
take if he turned the entire evening 
over to Rogers, Miss Stone and an eX- 
cellent troupe of Tiller Girls. 


The music and lyrics are distinctly 
under par and help not one bit in 
putting over the show. There is not a 
single tune that can be termed catchy 
nd only one, Maybe This Is Love, gives 
evidence of approaching that mark. 

It is an overdraped, overbearing and 
cumbersome show from curtain to cure 
tain, all of which is unnecessary. Rogers

is a back drop, a pair of dancing shoes 
and some musical accompaniment. The 
most tragic feature of the production is 
the great waste of excellent talent. 

In all deference to the ability and 
personality of Miss Stone, it is a defect 
of the routining that there is too muth 
of her. Almost every song number, every 
dance routine is hers,and while she is a 
captivating and capable artist, there ts 
such a thing as too much. Especially 
when so much other capable talent is 
not given a chance. 

Andrew Tombes, for iiustance; here is 
a comedian of excellent talents if 
given half a chance, which he does not 
get in this show. Then there is Maude 
Eburne, a low comedienne of great 
ability, who doesn’t get a look in, ex- 
cepting for a short wrestling scene with 
Rogers. Patsy Kelly is a find, but she 
is so overwhelmed by Rogers and Miss 
Stone that she is never allowed to get 
going. It would help matters consider- 
ably if she were allotted some individual 
song numbers. 

Edward Allan shows to good advantage 
with his dancing. Alan Edwards is too 
lackadaisical to leave any definite im- 
pression as a juvenile, altho the piece 
gives him little reason for enthusiasm. 
Janet Velie is hopelessly wasted and is 
given an opportunity only to warble two 
inconsequential songs 

The Tiller Girls offer among the 
brightest moments in the show and they 
have succeeded in offering that stranger 
among precision units — some new 
routines. Their specialty toward the 
close of the show is a wow and the most 
original feature of Three Cheers. The 
Polka Dot ensemble, staged by Dave 
Dennett, is a distinct novelty and one 
that adds a welcome dash of color to 
the otherwise dreary routines. 


The costumes are adequate without 
being outstanding, altho the bridal 
scene, the show finale, is a lavish and 
iovely display that is one of the most 
striking pageants in town. The Silver 
Tree number also is striking, both in 
setting and costuming.

Altho The K Guy can seldom be ac- 
cused of causing irritation or of ac- 
centuating a feeling of total loss, neither 
can it, on the other hand, be classified 
as more than mildly amusing. In other 
words, it belongs in the category of those 
innocuous little comedies that arrive 
every so often on Broadway, linger for 
a time (thanks to the efforts of the 
cut-rates) and pass on without leaving 
the trace of an impression. 

The K Guy is the first Broadway pro- 
duction effort of Irving and Charles 
Yates and, viewed on that basis, it is 
not a bad product. However, it is un- 
likely that it will lift them to much 
prominence, altho it may prove to be 
a moneymaker of some value. The stock 
possibilities are evident and it is certain 
that the play will prove more popular 
in that field than it will to the more 
exacting audiences of the metropolis. 


Shortly after the curtain rises it looks 
as tho this play would be a refreshing 
and amusing satire on the motion pic- 
tures and those who make them. Such 


a hope is short-lived however, and it is 
to be regretted that the authors lose 
this tenor in their efforts to penetrate 
the over-crowded realms of the mystery 
drama. They do not succeed so well 
with the latter. In the first place, the 
mystery is far from subtle, and in the 
second, the ending they have tacked on 
is almost hokey enough to kill whatever 
merit the earlier scenes may have. No 
The K Cuy does not live up to its early 
scene promises It might have been 
rousingly good entertainment had it 
stuck to poking fun at the pictures. In 
its present form it is considerably be- 
low that mark. 

Constance McKay heads the cast and 
she gives a good account of herself as 
a “diamond in the rough” vaudeville 
actress who is working some open dates 
as night manager of a motion picture 
studio cafeteria. Most impressive is her 
success in conveying the idea of in- 
herent sympathy in a character that is 
to all outward appearances, callous 
This she does without ever underest!- 
mating either quality. Ralph Murphy 
takes the honors for the male side of 
the cast, altho his part is one of only 
minor proportions. Certainly he carries 
easy belief to the role of an unflurried 
press agent, and in so doing he carries 
forceful contrast to most of the other 
members of the cast. 

Jessamine Newcombe, as a legit. star, 
gone talkie, is a trifle too severe and un- 
relenting to be really impressive. Ar- 
thur Jarrett is pleasing as a screen di- 
rector, altho he is quite the opposite of 
the Jarnegan idea of that position. 
Jeanne Greene is uncertain of herself in 
@ minor role and fails to get the most 
out of the possibilities. 

Alan Ward manages to be pleasing as 
the alleged “K Guy”, altho he is too 
namby pamby to ever carry weight that 
the suspicions are well founded. Francis 
Compton is a suitable villain and Ed- 
ward Keane over-dumbs the dumb detec- 
tive almost to the point where it ts 
downright burlesque. A. Ryder Keane 
and Frank McDonald make the most 
of their none too available opportunities 
and John H. Dilson fills in nicely in a 
minor assignment. Faye Armstrong is 
totally lost as a would-be vampire and 
is the most flagrant example of miscast- 
ing in the entire cast. 

Melville Burke by his direction has 
certainly helped to make the play palat- 
able and to give it a pleasing zest that 
it most certainly lacks in itself. The 
single setting, that of a cafeteria, is well 
done.

ACT Il—The Following Morning 
This latest regal comedy from the pen 
of Ferenc Molnar might best be described 
as “much ado about nothing”. Dis- 
playing some meager fl 28 Of the bril- 
liant dialog for which t author ts fa- 
mous, Olympia is of such flimsy texture 
that it is only by great effort, for the 
most part strained, that i succeeds in 
filling the requirements of @ full-length 
play. It is seldom more than superficial 
and far below the quality Of most of 
Molnar’s previous efforts. 


Olympia succeeds in being mildly 
amusing only thru the efforte of the 
exceptionally capable cast that plays it. 
But even that feature has its drawback, 
for it stimulates a wonder as to why 
such excellent talent should be wasted 
on such flimsy and inconsequential 


stuff. This Molnar opus, as a play, has 
little to recommend it and, altho thru a 
stretching of the imagination it could be 
termed sophisticated, it seldom deserves 


close association with that adjective. It 
tries hard, to be sure, but it really never 
comes off. 


The play concerns a princess who falls 
in love with a cavalry officer of humble 
origin. Informed by her mother that she 
must sacrifice her heart for her rank, she 
openly insults this captain. Shortly after. 
ward the police bring word that they are 
seeking a notorious jailbird and swindler 
they suspect is the captain. Confronted 
by the accusation, he admits his identity 


He explains that he has done nothing 
wrong and can be sentenced only to a 
few days in jail. What is more, he in- 
timates his intention of writing a serics 
of articles on his adventures with the 
royal family. Realizing that such a 
scandal would ruin them, they offer to 
may any price if he will leave the country 
and swear to hold his silence. He de- 
mands the princess. She agrees to lose 
her virtue in Order to save her reputa- 
tion. 

Tt turns out that the alleged swindler 
is only a fictitious character and that the 
entire story was fabricated by the young 
officer to punish the princess for in- 
sulting him. She begs him to return 
to her. He refuses and the final curtain 
sees him leaving her. 


The better part of the first act is 
draggy and tIrrelative and the third act 
has been padded almost to the point of 
boredom. This is a major defect and 
while there may be some fascination in 
seeing stage royalty converse on trivial 
matters that have no connection with 
the meat of the play, it should not be 
expected from a playwright of Molnar’s 
caliber. That is the most definite im- 
pression left by Olympia. Why all the 
fuss? There is nothing in the essentials 
of the play to warrant it. It is seldom 
even deft comedy. 


Olympia deserves serious considera- 
tion largely because of the excellent 
playing, most of which is done by Laura 
Hope Crews. She dominates the comedy 
scenes and if her humor at time appears 
to border on farce, a quality that ts out 
of harmony with the other interpreta- 
tions, it is a relief and the most effec- 
tive aspect of the playing. Miss Crews 
just about steals the show and it is 
evident, that if given proper leeway, she 
could make her performance ever more 
outstanding 


Pay Compton, an English star, plays 
the title role and gives a most creditable 
account of herself. It is too oad that 
her American debut should be In a play 
of such limited capacity, since it is 
evident that she is an actress of finished 
talent. Miss Compton is a stunning and 
personable player whose diction is de- 
lightful. Her role is of such subordinate 
proportions that it gives her little oppor- 
tunity to display thn evident talent she 
possesses. Altho her part is lengthy it 
seldom rises above biting a “yes woman” 
to Miss Crews, who plars her mother. 


Ian Hunter plays the lover with poise 
and taste. For the most part, however. 
he is too restrained, too stiff and unre- 
lenting to create the fliusion of reality, 
even when it is considered that his love 
is directed at royalty. The fact is that he 
and the princess are in love and love 
certainly overlooks formality. 


Cora Witherspoon and Grant Stewart 
are effective in more or less minor parts. 
Richie Ling plays a colonel of the con- 
stabulary and is excellent as the numb- 
witted sleuth. Some of the most effeo- 
tive playing, however, is done by Arnold 
Korff, as Olympia’s father. He appears 
only In the iast act, at which time it 
was just about too late for his artistry 
to carry any great weight. 

Gilbert Miller's direction has not 
hetped matters. It is slow and strained. 
Olympia, if speeded up, would be far 
more palatable. The single setting is 
suitable. WILFRED J. RILEY.

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Leon Blank’s Opener 
Is “Power of Youth’ 


NEW YORK, Oct. 20. —- Leon Blank, 
rated a8 the oldest actor in point of 
service on the Yiddish stage, inaugu- 
rated his season last week at the Public 
Theater in a piece by William Siegel, 
rolific scrivener in the Yiddish tongue. 
called The Power of Youth. Blank gives 
an admirable performance as a father 
pereft of his wife and dedicating his 
life to the upbringing of two sons and a 
daughter. The play, we are told, was 
intended a8 a Yiddish paraphrase of 
Sorrell and Son. It falls short of this 
mark considerably, both in plot and 
handling. Yet it is not unlike Desire 
under the Elms. Blank is a soft, self- 
sacrificing father as against the hard, 
domineering New Englander of the 
O'Neill play. 

By all standards Blank is an zrtist of 
the first rank. He has undoubtedly 
thrown auide the script in many parts 
of this gripping play. A cross-eyed ped- 
dier can see that the little “pieces of 
business, the reiteration of certain de- 
liclous expressions are the products of 
Blank. 

The play is of the old school of Yid- 
dish pieces. Fraught with stirring emo- 
tion is this opus and clumsily inter- 
woven with comedy relief. The ideal 
thespian makes us laugh and cry. On 
the Yiddish stage a certain co-operative 
spirit spares one actor this dual effort. 
Instead, the company working along pre- 
scribed lines throws its comedians in 
when tear ducts are filled to overflow- 
ing, and we havy the rare spectacie of 
an audience bubbling over with mirth 
whilst hankies are dabbing at lachry- 
mose tricklings. 

The Power of Youth, unlike Maurice 
Schwartz's Kidush Hashem and Molly 
Picon’s The Circus Girl, is not for the 
Broadway mob, being lacking in the tice 
that binds all forms of the theater— 
music. Considering this, it is a spell- 
binder for the mob that never leaves 
the vicinage of Second avenue. It is 
surefire in that it deals with a brace, 
of problems of real and vital interest 
Besides eipounding on the theme of 
whether it pays to give all for the wel- 
fare of one’s children it presents graphi- 
cally the situation of father and son 
falling for one frail. Siegel's solution 
is typically Jewish. The father bows 
out, content that he is thereby adding 
to his child's happiness. 

The Power cf Youth is laid in three 
acts and a prolog. Settings are passa- 
bly good. Blank is responsible for the 
direction, which is good, tut might have 
been better were it applied to the entire 
cast. Incidental music and lyrics are 
credited to Herman Wohl and Boris 
Rosenthal. The more important parts 
are played capably with one exception 
by Goldie Shapiro, Zina Goldstein, Leon 
Gold, Isaac Lupinsky, Abe Sinkoff, Boris 
Rosenthal, Paula Kieida, Motele Brand, 
M. Friedlander, Gertrude Krause and 
Sidney Hart. The exception is one Dank 
(no first name programed), who hurts 
the sobriety of those parts of the play 
wherein he is assigned to speak English. 
He is not a comedian and his English 
enunciation is broken beyond repair. 
Sinkoff is corking comedy relief, and 
Miss Goldstein, as the bone of father- 
son contention, is decidedly charming.

brand. Reviewing your reviews and his 
shows thus far this season leads me to 
feel he is on thin ice if he lets the strip 
teasing go too far. A certain amount of 
such has made his shows very popular, 
but I feel there is a point where his pa- 
trons’ desires may be overreached, and 
his stars would do well to go just so far 
and keep the auditors to whatever im- 
agination they care to possess without 

being too bold or coarse. 

“If his comics had more ability with 
instruments, could work up some good 
quartets, do more handsprings and 
clowning, with even rough and tumbles; 
work in some straight men who can do 
a card trick or sleight-of-hand, ard ring 
in a few sketches such as Molly Williams 
did of late, and I. B. Hamp, of Benny 
Moore’s Sign of the Rose, I think he 
could “stop his shows” quite as effec- 
tively as with his sex-seducing dances. 
Let's have them all, but mix it up and 
not all ‘strips’. 

“I was in New York last August and 
saw Rose's first show in Brooklyn, also 
Nationa! Winter Garden and Irving Place 
stock. All were good. 

“I occasionally write Herk, attempting 
to criticize constructively and give credit 
where credit is due. 

“T admire your fearless stand on your 
opinions and feel you do excellently to 
keep fans posted on so many changes 
that occur in the field.” 


COMMENT 


There was 2 time, maybe, when the 
average burlesque fan depended solely 
on the Dilling of burlesque to keep 
posted on the incoming shows, but pa- 
trons, like producers and players, have 
been educated to the practicability of 
keeping themselves posted thru constant 
perusal of newspaper and theatrical 
publications of news and reviews. 

Popular players have a distinctive fol- 
lowing of patrons, who criticize and 
commend them according to their per- 
sonal likes and dislikes for the players’ 
personality, talent and ability, and this 
#8 evidenced by the innumerable “letters 
to the editor”, with their commendation 
and criticism of players and comments 
on theatrical publication news and re- 
views, all of which proves that patrons 
of burlesque are likewise patrons of 
theatrical publications. 


A victim of an owner's sweetheart 
writes: 

“Owners Sweethearts in Burlesque 
—This title refers mostly to show 


business. There are any number of own- 
ers of shows who possess what is known 
as a ‘sweetheart’ with the ‘op’ry’. The 
majority of these so-culled sweethearts 
have more to say than the owner himself, 
when it comes to the personnel of the 
show. When someone connected with 
the show does something just a little 
better than the ‘sweetheart’, the latter 
immediately has the owner give said per- 
s0n the customary two weeks’ notice 
That goes regardless of how good the 
person may be, professionally or morally 
The mere fact that the ‘sweetheart’ wants 
that person discharged is sufficient for 
the owner, just so that she is satisfied, 
and anything to please her. Not so in 
other branches of show business. When 
petty jealousy arises in any other branch 
of business, the owner usually finds the 
instigator or dynamiter, and discharges 
that person. The average business man, 
outside of show business, thinks of his 
Own interests and own welfare first. He 
will not discharge an employee simply 
because another employee suggests it. 
As long as an employee performs his or 
her duties faithfully the owner will re- 
tain that employee indefinitely. Why 
don’t show owners think and act that 
way? NO—emphatically NO, they think 
only of their own ‘sweethearts’, who rule 
them with an iron hand, and who can 
make them do anything they desire. 
They do not <top to realize that they in- 
jure themselves by disrupting their show. 
They do not stop to consider the per- 
former who is left without employment, 
and who must seek another position— 
where he will in all probability encoun- 
ter the same difficulty. In other words, 
the performer is the least of their wor- 
ries. Let them make the best of it, is 
their slogan. There should be some kind 
of a law that would protect the per- 
former in burlesk. If the proper author- 
ities would abolish this ‘owner's sweet- 
heart’ practice, it would mean better 
Shows for the circuit, cleaner shows, and 
I am sure they would benefit financially 
and morally.” 


COMMENT 


We have received many letters since 
the opening of the season similar to the 
above, thereby evidencing the fact that 
Owner's Sweethearts in Burlesque are 
having a detrimental effect on shows in 
general. 

Performers are ofttimes separated for 
#n entire season because owners or man- 
agers of shows feel that friend wife may 
disagree with other feminine mcmbers 
of the company, thereby influencing 
friehd hubby, but seldom if ever have we 
heard of an Owner or a company man- 
ager being separated from his swect- 
heart for the same reason. 


Mutual Circuit censors and doctors of 
shows, in diagnosing the weakness of 
shows, should give careful consideration 
of this “Letter to the Editor” writer's 
lament. 

THE TOLEDO NEWS-BEE in a recent 
issue indicated its interest in chorus 
girls by an article headed “Here Are 
Names of Empire Chorines: Try and 
Pind ’"Em,” and reading: 

“The chorus was animated and 3 
good-looking group. Too frequently 
dramatic reviewers dismiss the hard- 
working chorines with some such trite 
Paragraph of a supposedly laudatory 
nature. 

“The pretty young misses who back 
Teresina and her Radium Queens, this 
week's Mutual attraction in the Empire, 
are the most animated and voiceful 
group the Empire has housed in months 
and deserve mention. 

“So herewith we present their names 
to you, probably the first time any of 
them have been so recognized in the 
public prints, as follows: 

“Mona Rydeen, Jackie Gilbert, Betty 
Pields, Hazel Lowe, Bee Warren, Edith 
Warren, Leona Mandick, Irene Clawson 
Pam Fields, Anna Graham, Betty Adams, 
Dolly Reig, Gene Lewis, Catherine 
Waters, Sadie Burke, Lela Level, Vivian 
Manning and Fern McGlone. Try to 
pick them out when you see the show.” 


The foregoing may apply to dramatic 
reviewers of burlesque, but it is not ap- 
plicable to this particular reviewer of 
burlesque, as set forth in our recent 
review of Ginger Girls at the Columbia 
Theater, New York, in which we criti- 
Cized the manager of the company for 
not including the name of a chorister 
who led several numbers with far more 
melody in her vocalism than many fea- 
tured feminines of burlesque.

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THE INJUNCTION FIGHT 

On Tuesday, October 9, Equity’s an- 
nounced policies went into effect with 
those agents anc personal representa- 
ives who had agreed to Equity’s terms 
and had secured permits from the 
association 

For about 48 hours more they were 
also in effect against all agents and per- 
sonal representatives who had not ac- 
Then on Thursday, Octo- 
ber 11, on a complaint signed by William 


Edelsten, Nathan Burkan secured an 
injunction from the Hon. Henry W. 
Goddard, Federal judge, forbidding the 


association to issue any instructions to 
Equity members or to artists under con- 
tract to the complaining agents and 
representatives, or to producing man- 
agers that the complainants were un- 
desirable persons with whom to do Busi- 
* ness, and. in fact, from doing anything 
which might interfere with or hamper 
their business relations. 

There was an immediate conference 
between the executive officers of the 
association and the various counsel, 
for xn the October issue of The Equity 
Magazine, then on the presses, there 
were definite instructions on those very 
matters, and Hsts of those agents and 
representatives who had already agreed 
to Equity'’s terms This latter was 
strictly and@ specifically included in the 
injunction 

The presses were hurriedly stopped 
and the proofs of the articles as they 
stood were submitted to the conference. 
The whole series of articles in which 
any mention of agents or agency regula- 
tions appeared was gone over with & 
fine-tooth comb. 

In the place where there had appeared 
the long list of those agents and repre- 
sentatives who had signed up with 
Equity there was run the laconic state- 
ment: 

“An injunction issued by the Hon. 
Henry W. Goddard October 11 tempo- 
rarily forbids Equity to print the list of 
employment zgents and personal repre- 
sentatives who have taken out permits.” 

There followed then a generous white 
space, for the list had been a really 
lengthy one. and at the bottom with the 
further announcement: 

“In compliance with that injunction 


Equi*y instructs its members that pend- 
ing the decision of the court the rules 
and regulations published in this issue 
do not apply to Willicm Edelsten, plain- 
tiff in this action, and his associates in 
the agency business.” 


For the present, uj: to the date on 
which this is written (October 17), 
Equity is preparing to meet this newest 
challenge. And its counsel] is reserving 
actual comment upon the injunction 
until appearing before Judge John C. 
Knox in the Federal Building on October 
19. 

There may be something of interest to 
Equity members in the fact that Nathan 
Burkan, who is attorney for William 
Edelsten in this action, was originally an 
associate counsel for the Actors’ Equity 
Association and held that position from 
shortly following the organization of the 
association to 1919. 

At that time Mr. Burkan was a life 
member of Equity, but during the great 
strike of 1919 he threw in his lot with 
the managers and resigned from the as- 
sociation. He then proceeded to declare 
that in his opinion Equity and all its 
members who were on strike were jointly 
responsible for any damages the man- 
agers might suffer as the result of the 
closing of their productions, citing the 
case notorious to labor as the Danbury 
Hetters’ Case. 


Happily, Mr. Burkan’s contentions 
were not sustained, but he has never 
resumed the relations with Equity which 
he then severed. 

In the meanwhile and until a final 
decision is. obtained Equity has notified 
all its members and the genera] public 
that the terms of the injunction are to 
be adhered to strictly.

When salaries 
are not so paid, the contract has been 
broken, and it is the duty of the member 
who has not been paid, if he wishes to 
be sure that he will get his money, to 
report to the Chorus Equity immediately. 
Failure to do so is apt to cause complica- 
tions with the bonding company. Further 
than that we can get no more money 
than is in the bond. Members who let 
their unpaid salaries mount up from 
week to week are sure to find that the 
bond will not cover the amcunt owing. 


The Peggy Ann Company was brought 
back to New York from Minneapolis by 
Equity. This company had continued 
without salaries for some days before 
reporting to the association, and when 
they did so they failed to report the 
amounts owing. In order to get a bond 
released, it is necessary to give the 
bonding company an exact statement of 
the amounts due. Some of the members 
were disturbed because they did not find 
all the money due them waiting for them 
immediately on their return. One person, 
who had been a member on an 1}. 0. U., 
only wished to know what Equity did for 
them. In his particular case it prevented 
him from being stranded in Minneapolis, 
gave him enough money to get out of 
the town, and brought him to New York 
in time to start his rehearsals with a 
production for which he had signed 4 
contract two months prior to the open- 
ing date. 


Our members who are newcomers in 
the profession take a great deal for 
granted.

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NIONIZED AGENTS and man- 
U agers of theatrical companies, 

denied recognition by the New 
York producers’ organization, are wag- 
ing a hot battle for their cause. 

The purposes and aims that have 
motivated the company representatives 
in forming a labor body undoubtedly 
possess constructive merit, but on the 
other hand there are reasons for the in- 
hospitable attitude of the producers. 

Season after season the man putting 
out a show has had to meet the steadily 
mounting guarantees or demands of one 
union group after another. 

The actors are unionized and their 
salaries protected by a bond that must 
be posted in advance. 

The stagehands, the musicians, the 
seenic artists, the electricians—all are 
organized and have protection for what 
is coming to them. 

Railroads, transfer companies, thea- 
ter owners, ete., get their money in ad- 
vance, 

In short, nearly everyone is taken care 
of. win or lose—except the producer. 

The poor producer stakes perhaps a 
‘mall fortune with odds of around nine 
'9 one against him, and there is no 
bonding company to reimburse him for 
those nine losses out of 10. 

So the producers’ attitude in the pres- 
ent controversy appears to be, not so 
Mich .an objection to the principle of 
Organization, but the inevitable turning 
of the worm. 

The unionization of the agents and 

Managers is the straw that has broken 
the camel's back. 


The contention of the producers, that 


advance agents and company managers 
are the confidential personal representa- 
tives of their employers and as such 
should have no outside affiliation, is 
tenable in many respects. : 

Unfortunately the agents and man- 
agers have twisted the meaning of this 
into an accusation that a member of the 
American Federation of Labor would be 
more loyal to his union than to his em- 
ployer. 

It is a knotty situation, with much 
argument on both sides. 

But, after all has been said, the burden 
of sympathy seems to go to the producer 
because of the way he has been obliged 
to curtail his activities in recent years 
on account of the exorbitant and steadily 
mounting demands facing him right and 
left.

All of the State fairs, and a good 
percentage of the county events, offer 
such an extensive collection of exhibits 
and entertainment that a person would 
have to stay on the grounds for the 
entire duration of the Yair in order to 
take in everything properly. 

But most folks make only one or two 
visits each year, so it is not difficult for 
them to find, im each successive season, 
something they did not see the year 
before. 

A pertinent factor in the making of 
the larger attendances is the greater 
number of children that come or are

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brought to the fair because of the spe- 
cial educational features, to say nothing 
of the popular amusements, to be found 
there. 

Boys’ and girls’ activities, and features 
appealing to the children (who naturally 
will be accompanied by parents), still 
have lots of room for expansion. 

And the progressive fairs are giving 
this matter extra attention. 


HE PASS EVIL has become a very 

serious problem with showmen, 

particularly in the outdoor field. 
Theater operators seem to have the gate- 
crasher situation pretty well in hand, 
but the circuses, carnivals, fairs and 
tent shows in general are at the mercy 
of a band of local moochers that grows 
larger and more brazen each season. 

Amusement is the showman’s com- 
modity. 

That’s all he has for sale. 

A cop or a city official or any other 
supposedly privileged person wouldn't 
think of going into a tailor’s shop and 
asking for a free pair of pants, or de- 
mand a bag of flour from the grocer 
without paying him for it, but they will 
go to a circus, carnival or tent-show 
gate and, not only ask for one free pass, 
but practically demand anywhere from 
half a dozen to a gross. 

It is nothing uncommon for police and 
fire chiefs to request free passes for 
their entice forces. 

Newspaper departments frequently do 
the same thing—altho they charge a 
rate far in excess of the run of the 
paper for any advertising copy that the 
shows desire to place. 

Then there are the inciden:a! mooch- 
ers, who are of no earthly assistance to 
the shows, but will resort to some pro- 
fessional claim, or any cheap artifice 
they can cook up, in order to obtain 
courtesy. 

Showmen themselves are largely to 
blame for the pass evil, because they 
have allowed too many of the spongers 
to get away with their stuff. 

If they would just put their foot down 
and demand a reciprocal business respect 
for their commodity, entertainment, it 
would eliminate most of the annoyance 
and at the same time bring about a bet- 
ter regard for the amusement business.

What will be the final outcome of the 
seeming “sound picture craze’? That it 
is taking bread and butter away from 
musicians (and actors, too) calnot be 
denied. Exhibitors who have forever been 
condemning musicians’ salaries, unions, 
etc., are now enjoying that little chuckle 
in a day of hard sledding for professional 
people. However, there’s a saying—‘“He 
who laughs last is an Englishman”—no, 
that’s wrong. 


Exhibitors are falling al! over them- 
selves to spend money for the most 
doubtful venture they have ever had to 
face. It almost seems that the kaisers 
of the screen industry are determined 
to force “sound” on the public. . They 
are making contract demands upon thea- 
ters, large and small, which will bring 
out More gray and white hairs than any 
union has ever done. They seem to in- 
vite disaster by shouting “Progress! Prog- 
ress!” when facts show a decline of 30 
years to the primitive talking-machine 
era. Public opinion is beginning to feel 
this already. And, contrary to any ideas 
the picture producers may harbor about 
“making ’em like it”, public opinion will 
eventually cry out against permanence of 
@ mechanical novelty. 


As a composer of popular songs I prob- 
ably have been a trifle favorable to- 
ward musicians in their trials and tribu- 
lations with theater managers, exhibitors, 
etc.. in their so-called anarchistic at- 
tempts to obtain 40 or 44 weeks’ work 
out of a year.

There will be 60 tons of para- 
phernalia in the shipment; the wagons 
will be knocked down and assembled at 
their destination. itives of the cor- 


Execu 
poration will accompany the entourage. 
including Walter K. Sibley, who is well 
acquainted with South America; Ed- 
ward Arlington, who toured that coun- 
try in 1914 with the Oklahoma Ranch 
Wild West: Charlies Aldridge, who re- 
cently returned from a trip of observa- 
tion to South Af~~a, where he had the 
Wild West cont ent with Circus Pa- 
gel, and C. W. mney, former general 
agent of the 101 Ranch Show, who will 
act in @ similar capacity for the newly 
formed organization, which is amply fi- 
nmanced by the sponsors of the project, 
and thru the sale of stock. Jack Mar- 
inez is the South American representa- 
tive of the shows. 

It is estimated that the initial move 
will cost the corporation $12,000. One 
hundred thousand dollars will be ex- 
pended on the venture, but they are 
taking only the barest of necessities 
from here in order to curtail expenses. 
Two electric light plants, of five and 
15 K. W. capacity, will be in the ship- 
ment, and one of Joe Ori’s calliopes.

We intend to introduce 
a real American show in that territory— 
a Wild West show that will be thrilling 
im every respect. There are a number of 
circuses in that territory, but an Ameri- 
can Wild West contingent is something 
new. Conditions in Brazil and thruout 
South America are especially "90d at 


present. We will pley Trinidad, Vene- 
zuela, Ecuador, Peru, Chile, Argentine 
and other cities en route.

few stands, however, will not be played 
under canvas, as we are going to use the 
bull rings, hippodromes and football 
fields. We will feature our mounted 
parade, consisting of 16-piece band and 
calliope. Owing to the fact that sum- 
mer south of the equator begins Decem- 
ber 21, and in view of the intense heat, 
we will eliminate the matinee perform- 
ences and put on @ supper show at 4 
p.m., better known as ‘vermouth’. The

Thru a careful investigation by the 
Rodeo Educational Association, word has 
been received at the headquarters in the 
Chamber of Commerce Building, that 
the opposing parties, known as the Anti- 
Rodeo Cruelty Association of California, 
has appropriated $25,000 for newspaper 
advertising, and a lithograph company in 
Los Angeles has orders for thousands of 
24-sheets that will adorn the billboards 
of all cities in California, of which San 
Francisco will be allotted 90, and 60 for 
Los Angeles, both parties are coming out 
of their shells, and the fireworks will 
start next week that will be heard all 
over the country.

Nc...¥ swery Chamber of Commerce in 
the Stst:; of California has notified the 
Rode:- BEjiucational that they are op- 
poser, \‘) the measure and will do all in 
their power to have the measure de- 
feateci|, claiming that the measure would 
hurt the fairs and celebrations in which 
animiils are used, that have been of long 
standiizg in their communities. 

A unique feature of the fight will be 
the greatest parade in Los Angeles, when 
the voters will assemble on horseback 
and parace to the polls to cast their vote. 
The parade will cover all the important 
streets in the business district, heeded 
by valuable saddle horses owned by Mor- 
tris Hellman, banker, and the backer of 
the last rodeo held in Los Angeles, two 
years ago. Riding schools have signified 
their intention of entering all their 
horses in the parade, with all the riders 
in costume, from the “Dandy Dons”, of 
California, to the cowboys from the mo- 
tion picture colony. Leading the parade 
will a radio wagon from one of the 
broadcasting stations here, also 70 chil- 
dren will be mounted on ponies. J. A. 
McNaughton, vice-president of the Union 
Stock Yards here, says that all the cow- 
boys and stock men, including visiting 
ranchers, will be in the lineup. 

All the Hearst papers have carried edi- 
torials, denouncing the measure, and are 
advising the readers and voters to defeat 
the Dill; announcers at all big gather- 
ine’ and at prize fights are advised to 
vote Ne on Bill 21. 

There is also a bill up Known as meas- 
ure No. §, which will abolish prize fight- 
ing in California. 

There are sO many reasons that Initi- 
ative No, 21 should be defeated. The bill, 
apparently aimed at the rodeo in partic- 
ular, as there are 18 in the State, with 
from 200,000 to 300,000 in attendance, 
10 per cent of whom come from other 
States and a large per cent of this num- 
ber come to California just to see this 
attractive event. The rodeo as allowed 
under law and 1s handled in California, 
has eliminated all of the objectionable 
features. 

Stating that the Penal Code of Cali- 
fornia amply provides for the protection 
of animals against cruelty, and that the 
Initiative No, 21 is unnecessary and 


confusing to existing laws, Friend W. 
Richardson, former governor of Califor- 
nia and president of the California Press 
Association, went on record as opposing 
the measure. 

Mr. Richardson's letter, addressed to 
Pred Weybret, publisher of the Salinas 
newspapers and member of the exec- 
utive committee of California Newspaper 
Publishers’ Association, said: 

“I have attended a number of rodeos 
and horse shows in various California 
cities and was pleased with the parades 
or grand elitries of the beautiful horses, 
and really thrilled with the remarkable 
riding of the contestants. I took my 
young son with me on several occasions 
and surely would not have done so had 
there been any display of cruclty to the 
animals. 

“Section 597, of the penal code. seems 
amply to prevent any case of cruelty at 
any other place. Your society would, I 
am sure, produce a high class, humane 
show, even if there were no inhibitions 
in California.” 

In a letter being sent to the hotels 
of California by John F. Shea, secretary 
of the California Northern Hotel Men’s 
Association, stating that the executive 
committee had umanimously voted to 
oppose Initiative No. 21, he said: “This 
measure, if carried. would abolish the 
rodeo from California, and eventually 
fairs. horse shows, historical celebrations, 
polo, etc., would meet the same fate. 
Hotel business and many other lines of 
business share in promoting these at- 
tractions and should endeavor to defeat 
Initiative Measure No. 21. The rodeo and 
similiar celebrations have been tradi- 
tional of California for many years, and 
as now conducted, provide many thou- 
sands of people with good, clean and 
wholesome amusement. All hotel own- 
ers and operators should co-operate with 
our executive committee and others who 
are opposing the measure.” 

The proposed anti-rodeo measure on 
the ballot at the November election was 
placed in the class of “unnecessary legis- 
lation” by Keith Carlin, executive secre- 
tary to Governor Young, in a statement 
issued at Sacramento recently. 

“I am opposed to the mesure,” said 
Carlin, “from a strictly legal point of view 
There is no earthly use in cluttering up 
the code with a lot of useless provisions 
which are now thoroly covered by the 
existing statutes. No sensible person 
would approve of cruelty to animals, and 
California's laws already provide penal- 
ties for such offenses, whether they take 
place at rodeos, fairs, horse shows, polo 
games, races or elsewhere.” 


Carlin is familiar with the laws of 
other States in the matter of cruelty to 
animals, and he says it is the custom 
merely to forbid cruelty and not go into 
various kinds of cruelty that may be 
practiced. Under California's present 
statutes, he says, humane officers are in 
attendance at every rodeo and horse show 
and are given wide latitude in enforce- 
ment.

He 
cast his financial managerial optic about 
the big top. “Surely,” quoth Carl, “is 
there not any way we can get a few 
more folks into this magnificent canvas 
theater?” His optic then alightened on 
poor Merle Evans and his band. “Evant!” 
commanded Carl. “To Stage No. 2 with 
you and your ensemble of horntooters.” 
Merle evanted, thereby enriching John 
Ringling, of Sarasota, Fla., and New York, 
the tidy sum of $543.25. Management?

The aviation 
show has become a part of the larger 
fairs. Later, they may be included in 
every sizable fair in the country. 

During the past season a drive has 
been made for an increase in the annual 
appropriation of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture for exhibition 
work at State and inter-State fairs and 
expositions. 

Another thing to be discussed is or- 
ganization of the Mid-West Circuic 
which gives excellent opportunity to 
live-stock men for a circuit of about 15 
weeks thru the large Middle-Western 
fairs. This has been a great help <o these 
particular fairs. 

President Nash says: “I see mo reason 
why such development could not be 
made in the East and perhaps among 
the Southeastern fairs as well.”

There is brightness and noise; then the 
lights begin to go out; soon all is quiet, 
save the slow steps of the night watch- 
man making his round, his glowing 
pipe almost the only sign of life. 

But there is much activity packed 
into that closing moment. A bell rings 
and the lights flicker momentarily in 
warning. The amusement seekers look 
up in surprise, consult their watches, 
and then hurry off to their motor cars. 
Guards go to the various bovths, 
paternally and quietly clearing the 
street. Here and there the proprietor 
of a stand, more prompt than the rest, 
tells prospective customers that they 
are too late. 


Then one by one the stands are closed 


The dolls, a moment before mutely ex- 
hibiting their charms as prizes, are 
plunged into darkness; other dolls on 


the counter are tossed carelessly behind 


the counters and locked up for the 
night. Their ownere glance hastily 
around the shops, slam the doors 


tightly shut and then are gone. 

The roller coaster swoops down the 
incline, trundies to a halt, discharges its 
passengers and then starts out for the 
last dip empty. It rises to the top of 
the grade; goes down and around; 
finally, at the bottom again, it is covered 
with a piece of canvas, appearing to 
rest before its labors of the morning 
The lights along the grades and curves 


are extinguished: the skeleton structure 
stands out black against the sky 

Lights are going out all along the 
midway. The tiny side show, where 
earlier in the evening a solitary clown 
pranced and gyrated, now cautiously 
opens ite doors. A small, solemn figure, 
its throat muffled with a woolen scarf 
against the cold of evening, issues forth 
somberly smoking 8 £cigaret and 
frowning. ~ 

Next door a garish bit of canvas 
salutes the night with its portrait of 
the fortune teller. There is a canvas 
flap to the door, and presently a tired- 
looking woman comes out. She looks 
at the sky, takes a long breath, then 
strides away swiftly. A bit behind her 
follows the thin man, chewing gum and 
carrying a newspaper under his arm 
A bent old man with a long white beard 
completes the nocturnal procession. 


The minute motor car track is cleared 
of all but the solitary motorist who has 
been riding back and forth for an hour 
Perhaps he dined unwisely; at any rate 
it will not be long before the suffering 
proprietors appeal to a guard to start 
him off. 


Of the two merry-go-rounds, one has 
closed early, the other is slowing to a 
halt. There are only a few on it, and 
even the mechanical piano seems tired 
The machine presently stops, the music 
goes on for a few more bars and then it, 


too, suddenly dies, The lights go out, 
an attendant takes a ring from a post 
to keep temptation from any possible 


night prowler—then his footsteps 
crunch along the gravel and he is gone.

ONLY GREAT presence of mind and 
courage saved Captain Robert Baillie, 23- 
year-old Mon tamer, from a _ horrible 
death last week, when attacked by a 
lioness in a cage at winter quarters of 
the Southern Tier Shows, at West Junc- 
tion.

He 
went into the cage that morning, while a 


group of attendants watched, and put 


the two lions thru their stunts. All went 
well. At about 11:30 o’clock he went 
back into the cage, and was putting the 
beasts thru their tricks again. As his 
back was partially turned, the lioness 
leaped. Before Captain Baillie could 
fight the enraged lioness off, she had 
bitten his arm and painfully clawed his 
back and shoulders. Strates and the at- 
tendants were unable to assist the trainer 
in any way. Captain Baillie beat off the 
attack with the stick, which he carried 
into the cage. The animal was cowed 
sufficiently to allow Baillie to escape from 
te cage. He was attended at St. Joseph's 
Hospital by Dr. Leon Hamilton, and re- 
leased soon after his injuries were dressed. 
His condition is not regarded as serious.

Altho there are no definite plans 
available for announcement at present, 
it is reasonable to believe that the 
gratifying outcome of the 1928 invasion 
of the fair field by the H.-W. Circus may 
encourage the American Circus Corpora- 
tion to go into this thing more seriously 
in seasons to come, 

And, if the corporation does, it will 
throw a big monkey wrench into the 
present machinery of booking fairs, ar- 
ranging percentages, trading favors, etc. 

The corporation will go at things very 


differently. 
It will transact its business ON THE 


TABLE. 

There will be no handouts, no thou- 
sands of dollars spent in entertaining 
those who have contracts to award, no 
kickbacks, no presents—not even the 
gift of a pocket handkerchief. 

The bookings will be made on a 
STRICTLY BUSINESS BASIS 

If any fairs are anxious to book the 
corporation’s entertainment features 
they may do so on legitimate terms. 

But there will be no resorting to wine, 
women and song for the purpose cf 
humoring fair men into signing con- 
tracts. 

The foregoing is something to think 
about between now and the Chicago 
meetings 

Let there be good. fellowship, good 
cheer and good times at the annual con- 
vention, but when it comes to transact- 
ing dDusiness let only business factors 
enter into it 

If the $5,000 to $15,000 that some or- 
ganizations, according to whispers, spend 
for entertainment at the Chicago meet- 
ings were invested in bettering the show 
equipment it would be more to the ad- 
vantage of both the shows and the fairs 

The social angles employed in doing 
business at the Chicago conventions of 
late years have done immeasurable harm. 

It also has bred a good deal of con- 
tempt 

Showmen all know this and, individu- 
ally, they speak their minds freely on 
the subject. But when it comes to put- 
ting thelr sentiments Into practice, well, 
you know what happens. 

In what other legitimate business en- 
terprises or industries do you find nego- 
tations carried on and consummated in 
such a manner? 


Another vital matter that will need 
consideration at the Chicago meetings & 
the growing sentiment that in certain 
sections there are too mniany fairs, with 
conflicting dates, advertising that over- 
laps and frequently proves injurious to 
both. confusion among the public in 
territories that. belong to the drawing 
afea of more than one fair and the 
splitting up of attendances, thereby 
causing two or three fairs to attract only 
& moderate crowd In each case, whereas 
if they were combined into one event it 
would turn out profitably for the fair 
and for the carnival. 

The flop of the Tulsa State Fair this 
year is a conspicuous illustration in 
point. 

Tulsa's date conflicted with the more 
important Oklahoma State Fair, in 
Oklahoma City, and naturally the latter 
event got the lion's share of the crowds.

Here is a new one, submitted by B. E. 
Mills: 

While the La Mance’s Attractions were 
playing the fair in Marietta, Ga., the 
city officials looked over the concessions 
on the lot and pronounced them all 
right. Two days later, however, the 
officials returned and arrested the man 
who had the novelty privilege. It was 
charged that the arm and hat bands sold 
by the novelty man were indecent. He 
was fined $10. 

Figure it out for yourself. 


E. C. Hilbert, attorney, of Canton, Mo., 
reports that during the firemen's carni- 
val in that city two weeks ago the par- 
ties in charge of an Indian arrow bingo 
game owned and operated by Mrs. Sam 
Wallas were arrested on a charge of 
operating a gambling game. At the trial 
the defendants were found not guilty 
and discharged. The manner in which 
Mrs. Wallas conducted the game and 
the courteous treatment accorded the 
public thruout her engagement brought 
forth general commendation, Hilbert 
eays. 

The incident, however, illustrates what 


is being done in the anti-gambling and 
anti-grift movement that is sweeping 
the country. 

Innocent games are being made to 
suffer along with the guilty. 

It is a case of “arrest them first and 
let them explain after”. 


B. H. Nye sums it all up as follows: 

“The racket carnival is the illegitimate 
offspring of what should be an impor- 
tant branch of the amusement business. 
Why compare the opinions, methods and 
intentions of ‘showmen’ with those of 
strong-arm aggregations of crooks? The 
racketeer, so self-termed and by that 
token displaying evidence of his pride 
in his nefarious calling, got so bad that 
no “‘ecent ‘showman’ would book him, 
therefore he started a carnival of his 
own to cover his activities as a thief, and 
that is how these so-called carnivals 
started and multiplied. He besmirches 
the name ‘showman’ when he uses it, 
and the real showman, purveyor of 
amusement, must sever all connections 
with him and help to drive him out— 
in self-defense—or all will go down to- 
gether. That, in my estimation, is the 
situation in a nutshell. If the ‘show- 
men’ Iet their disinclination to inter- 
fere keep them inactive in this matter 
they are standing idiy by and letting the 
whole business be dragged into oblivion.”

Nobel’s Guying Out Machine 


A new invention of importance to the 
circus world, which has been tried out 
by its inventor, Ralph (Slim) Nobel, 
superintendent of canvas on the Robbins 
Bros,’ Circus, has proven a big success. 
It is a guying out machine, and is used 
on a stake puller. A long cable which 
goes from the front end of the stake 
puller is hooked into the cradle or out- 
side of the eave of the big top or big 
tent. This cable is run down to the 
Higgerhead or drum. By working the 
lever on the puller, the friction starts 
the drum going and only two men are 
required to take up the slack at the 
stake.
